SPRINGFIELD, ILL., May 21.—The plain truth 
about the night session of the convention is 
that it was disgracefully riotous. The con- 
fusion was so great it was impossible to hear 
the speakers, half a dozen of whom were ges- 
ticulating at once. The trouble was over the 
announcement by Kirk Howes and others that 
they would ignore the action of the con- 
vention if it attempted to chodse 
other delegates to Chicago than fhose selected 
by Congressional aistricts. He declared 
they would carry the neht to 
Chicago on the ground that the 
convention had no right to alter the views pre- 
sented by the districts, and several of these 
delegates deciared, instructions Or no instruc- 
tions, they would not votetfor Grant. Logan 
means to overriije all opposition and Gen. 


Hurlbut, Kirk Hawes and Herman Roster de- 
clared that his dictation would lose Lllinois to 
the party. 
THE MORNING SESSION 

began with devotional exercises and the read- 
ine ofthe listof delegates to Chicaza recoin- 
mended by the Logan committee.Tne previous 
question being asked, when Boone was called, 
Gen. Huribut annouuced that ‘‘Boone denies 
your jurisdiction and deciines to vote.’’ Im- 
mense cheering and hisses follow- 
ed, the example being tollowed by 
the anti-Grant counties, 201 delegates 
not voting. The previous question was car- 
ried amid riotous excitement, anda voce on 
the report called. Logan’s sailow face was 
livid as county after county, announcing their 
Republican maiorities, denounced the throt- 
tling scheme and retused to vote on tie maina 
question. Hurlbut, of St. Clair, presented a 
written protest amid a storm of 
grouns from the Grant wen and cheeis from 
the leftside ofthe house.

Queer Street Scenes in the Mormon 
Capital. 
{From the Salt Lake Tribuoe. } 

With the opening of spring, Salt Lake City 
furnishes evidence of herdual existence asa 
metropolitan center of wealth and trade and a 
truly rural village. Main street, with its 
huge warehouses, crowded stores and banks, 
with its heavy operators in mines and mining 

roducts, its medley of capitalists, miners, 
burryint merchants and stalwart sunflowers, 
tells. of large a benefiting a great 
and growing metropolis. 

Passing ~ ae the din and bustle of the busi- 
ness portion of the city intothe quaint and 
quiet suburbs, we strike the rural side of the 
picture. Within these one-story adobe cot- 
tages we find the sturdy representatives of 
continental artisans and peasantry, many of 
them bearing on their persons the evidences 
of old-world fashidns to the extent even of 
wooden shoes from Norway and Denmark. 
Cackiing hens, lowing cows and 
distressed calves break the si- 
lence of the early morning, and 
swarming flaxen-haired children proclaim a 
superabundance of Utah’s bestcrop. And 
now the cowherd, with his mongrel curs of 
high and low degree, gathers from shed and 
hovei the city cows, and starting from the ex- 
treme eastern limits ofthe town, like the star 
of pire, westward wends his way, re- 
ceiving additions to his piebald column, and 
leaving behind him a connected and continu- 
ous calf-bleat four miles in length. In Brig- 
ham Young’s time the saintly cowherd rode a 
horse and flourished akeyed bugle, whose 
musical notes floated upon the mornigg air, 
a thing of beauty and (wejhad hoped) a joy 
forever. Alas! whenthe imper‘ous leader 

assed behind the vale to his Lion house in 

.olob, the ever-welcome Highland trumpeter 
went with him, we suppose, for his ringing 
piast, familiar toevery ancient bovine in the 
city, has not been heard since, that 
we are aware of. In this connection, 
as straws are said toshow which way the wind 
blows, the present demoralized condition of 
the church under the hydra-headad leadership 
of the twelve is fitly shadowed forth in the 
dilapidated appearance,of the church cow- 
bard, who daily drives fis charge over to the 
other side of Jordan. Unshaven, unshorn, 
with battered beaver and weather-worn gar- 
ments, on footand carrying « ram’s horn ib- 
stead of a bugle, his daily distressing, monot- 
onous toot from east to west is enough to irri- 
tate the nerves of a cast-iron lamp-post. 

Other indications of rural life and primitive 
customs strike the eye and earinthis city of 
contrasts, of bustling business and leisurely 
country life. There are the tidy, old-fash- 
ioned, pleasant-faced market-men and womea, 
who bring to vour doors fresh butter and 
eggs, luscious berries in their season, and, last 
thovgh not least, pure cream and unadulter- 
ated hcrse-radish. These clever o!d folks may 
bave a spite against the letter H, but their 
kindlv words and honest faces remind one of 
Old Ergiand, with its green fields and blos- 
soming hawthorn hedges, its ivy-crowned cot- 
tages and churches and its restful yew-shaaed 
graveyaids. 

Now and then comes a sad-faced matron 
whose first and only love was given to one who 
promised in return to love, cherish and pro- 
tect her as the wife of his choice until death 
did, them part, but who has lived to see those 
vows forgotten or trampled under foot, and 
to find herself thrust out to make room for 
younger and more comely women, and this 
under the guise of religion. To see such a 
good and faithful woman carrying this heavy 
burden as acrossto be borne as a religious 
duty makes one of the non-elect desire to 
clothe himself with curs:s as with a garment 
and deal them out with emphasis ayainst the 
originators and perpetrators of so foul a crime 
against humanity.

Such was the case 
with Henry Clay,and if I were a political 
adherent of the Republican party, in a calm 
consideration of Mr. Blaine’s chances I 
would put down as a detriment rather than 
advance as an argume.tin his favor his ex- 
cessive cordiality and universal popularity. 
He is the life of a gathering. Heis the soul 
and spirit of an entertainment, He is the 
ony reo point in the Senate chamber. Let it 
be known that Blaine is to speak ata public 
dinnerin this city, the tickets will be sold 
readily to men who as a rule avoid public din- 
ners. Let it be known that he is to speak 
in a ball ana it will be crowded by men who 
admire eloquence, by men who would go as 
they would to hear Beecher.

mature years, and the defendant should be 
found guilty.’ 

‘*But,”? Mr. Comstock added, “I have no 
doubt that the work will be suppressed by the 
dealers without recourse to the law.’’

The British Parliament to Take Up the 
Question.

Speaking a few days since, Mr. Wm. Tebb, 
who is well known as an opponent of the vac- 
cination aets, said that anti-vaccinators asked 
with some anxiety, ** What will the new Par- 
liament do forus?’’ They knew that hun- 
dreds of petitions were sent to the Tory Par- 
liament by parents who had seen the injury 
caused by vaecination, and those petitions 
bad fallen upon the Government like a show- 
er of waste paper. He thought the new Par- 
liament would do something for them. It had 
been especially elected to carry out reforms 
demanded by the people, and there was no 
reform soimperative as to reform the vac- 
cination acts out of existence. [Hear, hear, 
and a voice, **Pure blood for ever.”’] Mr. 
Gladstone. in a letterto Mr. Pitman on the 
subject, said: ‘I regard all compulsory leg- 
islation like that of vaccination with mis- 
trust and misgiving.’? {Hear, hear.] In his 
(the speaker’s) own borough of Mary- 


jebone Mr. Gladstone, in a recent speech, had 


expressed his sympatby with the anti-vacci- 
nation movement, and he took such expres- 
sions as an earnest of what he wouid do. 
[Hear, hear.] He thought Mr. W. EK. Forster 
had made some progress within the last few 

ears in this question, as in the debate on Mr. 
Pensve bill he most earnestly sought the 
Government to repeal the cumulative penal- 
ties. Then, with regard to Mr. John Bright, 
what did that gentleman say’? He said, ‘*The 
law which punishes parents again and again 
for non-vaccination is Monstrous, and ought 
to be repealed.”? [Hear, hear.] Sir Charles 
Dilke, the able member for Chelsea, has de- 
clared his interest in the question, and 
he said, **I am for a complete inquiry into the 
operation of the vaccination act.’’ In ad- 
dition to these gentiemen, there were Messrs. 
P. A. Taylor, Samuel Morey, Jacob Brigot, 
Roger Leigh, Sir Thomas Chambers, Messrs. 
Mundelia, Sergeant Simon, Hinde Pale 
mer, Otway, Passmore Edward, and 
many others, who were not only in 
favor of a royal commission for amending the 
acts, but also in favor of repealing them alto- 
gether [hear, hear], and to this it must come 
at last, for nothing less would allay the 
widespread public anxiety. It was not by 
passive obedience to bad laws that they got 
them removed. They valued the liberty they 
enjoyed, but how was it obtained? Not by 
acguiescing in but by resisting tyranny. it 
was inthis way that Catholivs had obtained 
emancipation, Dissenters exemption frvin 
the payment of church rates, and that unjust 
taxes had been removed; and in the United 


States, by thirty-five years’ persistent avita-. 


tion of William Lloyd Garrison, Wendell 
Phillips, Theodore Parker and others (where 
the iugitive slave law had been trampled 
under foot), a public opinion had been 
created which resulted in the emancipation of 
four million slaves. Let them, then, take 
coureve trom the past; let them continue to 
avitate untii they got the vaccination acts re- 
pealed, and he believed, soon following the 
repeal of the law, vaccination left tu itself 
wouid be relegated to the limbo of expioded 
medical superstitions.

Young Man, Stay East. 

| Extracts from a Denver Letter to Utica Herald. | 

I must confess that I have been much dis- 
appointed. Denver is a busy town, but out- 
side this place there is not much of Colorado. 
You may believe as much as you please about 
Utica people doing well here, and set the rest 
down as ail talk—nothing more. For instance: 
I met acarpenter here who is well known to 
youon Genesee street. He was glad to see 
one from Utica. He re@eived #2 25 per day in 
Utica; here he gets $2 50 per day. It cost 
him $4 per week to live in Utica; in Denver 
$7 5U per week at the lowest, and not as good 
as youcan livein Uticafor $3. All whom I 
have heard of from Utica as doing well, with 
one exception, would gladly be dDack in Utica 
if it was not for pride or fear that they 
could not get their old jobs. I met 
a young man the other day driviug a dirt cart 
at $20 per month. iremember himin Utica, 
a proud, nobby youny chap, who would hard- 
ly recognizé acommon person. His parents 
are well-to-do, but he is ashamed to go home 
again. After living here a short time, young 
fellows do not care to leave, as they frequent- 
ly get in louse habits. GambJing seems to be 
the most profitab:e business, and leads every- 
thing else from the newsboy up tothe mer- 
chant. There are 5,000 people in Leadville 
‘*dead broke,” and they are dying by the 
dozens. The road from here to Leadville is 
lined with prospectors, gamblers, bunko 
steelers, Cut-tbroats and thieves. Along the 
way are dead horses, mules and bronchus,and 
the stench is fearful. Nearly all that have 
money start back after staying there a day or 
two, but the majority ‘*go broke’’ and fly to 
tre drinking and gambling shops to see if they 
can not pick up enough to get away with. 
Poor devils come here from Leadville on every 
train, and present sorry sights. 


The Past and Present Nevada. 
| From the New York Tribune. | 


At the meeting of the Bullion Club last 
evening, C. L. Canfield, of Eureka, Nevada, 
read a paper on‘“*The Past and Present of 
Eastern Nevada.”? Mr. Canfield first gavea 
sketch of the country as it was more than 
twenty years ago, before the touch vf the 
magic silver wand turned the arid, barren re- 
gion into ascene of activity and excitement. 
He told how the town of Austin flourished 
until ithad a population of 40,000 and how 
subsequently it fellaway toa few hundred, 
the impression having gone abroad that the 
soil was werked out, while in truth, although 
the og had yielded untold wealth, it had 
hardly been “‘scratched over.” In 1868 followed 
the White Pine hegira and the discovery of 
the famous Eberhart mine, the ore from 
which was almost a solid mass of silver. Af- 
ter the first rush a rapid decline set in, and the 
property fel] into the handsof English capi- 
talists; and at present through their enter- 
— the probability is that good results will 

immediately achieved. The Eureka dis- 
trict, the lecturer claimed, contains the big- 
gest ore bodies in the world. It had come 
into existence without a *‘boom,” and it had 
been worked by conservative progress. The 
Richmond Consolidated mines ore which at a 
moderate calculation would yield twenty-four 
millions of dollars. There had been taken 
from the Eureka mine ore which, if placed in 
a three acre lot, woula make a pile 100 feet 
high. Yet at one time the mine had been of- 
fered for sale for $,500 witkout finding a 
purchaser. Since then the district has yield- 
ed over $00,000,000, and no estimate could be 
formed of what it would yet return.

BATTLING FOR BLUBBER. 


An Extraordinary Catch of Whales in 
Providence Harbor. 
|Frem the Boston Herald. | 


Sunday morning a Herald correspondent at 
Princetown visited the Cape Cod Oil Works. 
Entering the works where work is going on, 
the large boiler under a full head of steam, 
the huge tanks groaning under the weight of 
whale blubber, we find the head of the con- 
cern, Jonathan Ccok, —— known as 
‘*Jot.’ **‘How many whales have you re- 
ceived?’’ was asked. 

‘*Since the commencement of this ‘spurt’ I 
nave cooked fifteen, have the blubber of one 
humpback and one finback in the cooking 
tanks to-day, and, as yousee, six just brought 
here, makirg in all twenty-three. The six on 
the beach were brought here since last even- 
ing. 

‘*How many barrels of oil will the twenty- 
three whales yield?” 

‘**A bout 350 barrels and, besides, say 100 tons 
fertilizer, and Lord know how much glue.’’ 

Outside of the factory were the carcasses of 
eight that had been stripped of their blubber, 
and near the shore six leviathans, averaging 
sixty-five feet in length, that will be ‘*strip- 

ed.’’ From the whalemen on the beach the 

ollcwing was gathered: The bay from Race 
Point tothe Wood End, so toward Barnstable, 
was, Saturday, alive with fin-backs, who, in- 
tent upon feeding, paid little heed to the 
numerous whaling-boats in pursuit of them. 
Sailiig or rowing near them, the gunner 
rises his heavy bomb-gun to his shoulder 
and, with sure aim, shoots an explosive 
‘*bomb-larce” into the vitals of the larg- 
est whale near. At the same time an- 
other man with superhuman § strength 
hurls a harpoon into the quivering flesh of the 
captive. Sometimes, as soon as the bomb ex- 
plodes, the whale quivers from head to tail for 
a moment and is dead. Others, maddened by 
the explosive tearing inwardly, and smarting 
urder the prick of the harpoon, start off ata 
fearful speed, dragging their captors in the 
boat, and so fast that, for the time, nothing 
is seen of the boat, so completely hidden is 
she by the foaming water roiled out from 
each bow. As soon asthe speed is slackened 
the attaek is renewed, and with the use of 
bombs and the hand-lance he “‘turns fin out.” 
Every one of them sinks to the bottom, rising, 
however, ina day or two, when they are se- 
cured. The number killed Saturday can be 
safely put down at eighteen, all of whieh are 
at the bottom of the bay, as the numerous 
**oil slicks’’ indicate. The school of whales 
Saturday is estimated at fifty, scattered all 
over the water of the bay. Numerous inci- 
dents are related, but no fatal acci- 
dents. One boat was stove, and several men 
were knocked overboard. Two fishermen, 
drawip their trawis inthe bay, became 
alarmed at the familiarity of the whales, who 
were swimming around them with mouths 
wide open, to get a good fill of feed, a mouth 
large enough to take in a good sized dory, cut 
their trawls, and, grasping their oars, pulled 
with aJl possibile speed away from the whales. 
Capt. Samuel Fisher and crew had a ride of 
two andahalf hours before be succeeded in 
kiliing bis whale. Capt. Robert Lavender 
killed four in succession, each bomb killing 
instantly. Peres Bangs ‘‘laid out’’ four of 
them, Capt. Higgins tbree, Capt. McCurdy 
two, Capt. Atwood two, Capt. Abbott three, 
Capt. Kelley two. Capt. Fisher went into a 
school of seven, shotthree of them and har- 
pooned one. Saturday evening the bomb- 
lance dezvlers sold out their stocks, and could 
have sold more; th: ir only answer was, “‘plen- 
ty more on the way here.”’ The whales taken 
to tbe oil works taus farfoot up an estimat- 
ed value of $6,000. 


Diphtheriain Southern Russia. 
[Odessa Cor, London Times. | 


From time to time appear inforeizn news- 
papers extracts from Russian ones respecting 
diphtheria in South Russia. where, ever since 
1872,it has raged as an epidemic, and toso 
much greater an extent than seems to be gen- 
erally knownin England that some account 
of its origin and progress may perhaps interest 
not a few of vour readers. As an epidemic it 
first appeared in the Government of Bessara- 
bia in the above year, and has there destroyed 
up till now 12,000 children. From Bessarabia 
it traveled into the Government of Poltava, 
where it has swallowed up another 12,000 
children. In 1873 it found its way into this 
Government (Kberson), which, like that of 
Poltava, still suffers, though in a less degree, 
frcm its presence, and where the mortality 
among those persons attacked bv it bas varied 
from 27 per cent. to 62 per cent., and in some 
places to 78 percent. In 1875 it overran with 
great violence the Government of Tavreed 
(Taurida or Krim), Kieff, Tchernagov, and 
Koursk, and with less violence othzr places, 
until as many as fifteen Governments or Pro- 
vinces became and sre still infected by it. It 
seems that of all the epidemics which have 
ever appeared in Kussia, diphtheria, on ac- 
count of the great mortaiity it causes, is the 
most destructive. This will be immediately 
perceived by the statistics of epidemical dis- 
eases in Russiain 1877 appearing in the re- 
port of the Russian Medical Vepartmént for 
that year. According to this statement, the 
deaths from swall-pox were 25.5 per cent.; 
from scarlatina, 25 per cent.; from measles, 
12.8 per cent.; from typhus, 12.2 per cent. ; 
from dysentery, 9.5 per cent.; from whoop- 
ing-cough, 5.1 per cent.; from syphilis, 
0.9 per cent, and from diphtheria more than 
40 per cent. Consequently, diphtheria was 
above one time and a half more destructive 
than small-pox and scarlatina, three times 
more so than measles, four times more so 
than typhus and dysentery, and eight times 
more so than whooping cough. In fact, as a 
rule, among epidemical diseases which have 
hitherto prevailed in Kussia, only the plague 
caused greater mortality than diphtheria. 
Again, the Russian authorized medical re- 
poits show that such diseases attack for the 
most part children—thatis to say, the foun- 
dation of the future population of the State. 
This is especially true as regards diphtheria. 
Thus, in the district of Meergorod (Govern- 
ment of Poltava), the district which has 
hitherto been Jmost severely visited by the 
disease, half of the whole number of persons 
attacked were children between the ages of 
five andten years. Generally speaking, of 
all who there fell ill of diphtheria, eighty-one 
per cent were under twenty years of age, and 
only 19 per cent were over; and of those pa- 
tients who died half the number were from 
1 to 5 years of age,about one-third were from 
5 to 10, one-tenth from 10 to 15, one-thirtieth 
from 15to 20, und only one-hundredth were 
above 2U—tbat is to say, 90 per cent of all the 
deaths from diphtheria happened to victims 
under 2U years of age, and but 1 percent to 
those above. The consequence of this rate of 
mortality to some parts of the Governments 
of Poltava and Tchernagov is that entire vil- 
lages have been denuded of their chilaren. 
Nor is this all, for the epidemic continues to 
spread, so thatevery year fresh places are 
added to the number of those where it al- 
ready exists. And the number of the stricken 
and the percentage of their deaths also in- 
crease, us, Of the 25,786 persons who, in 
1876, fel! ill of diphtheria, 36 per cent died, 
while of the 46,136 who fell ill in 1877, more 
than 40 per cent died.

road bas gone to work and organized its own 
express department. This can have no othes 
effect than to drive the Adams off the line. 

The Iron Mountain Railroad of this city 
now organizing its own express departmen 
and will put it in operation immediatelr.

THE DEMOCRATIC SITUATION. 

In the telegraphic report of the proceed- 
ings of the Democratic Convention of Cali- 
fornia printed by our highly esteemed con- 
temporary, the Jtepublican, this morning, 
appears the following: 

Atthe afternoon session a State Central 
Committee was elected and a vote taken on 
Presidential preferences, resulting: Thurman, 
173; Tilden, 76; Seymour, 75; Field, 2; Han- 
cock, 2; Hendricks, 2. 

That is, for every Tilden vote there were 
five against him. Five to one is the 
strength of the anti-Tilden idea in Califor- 
nia, and Mr. Thurman will have the delega- 
tion to Cincinnati. 

In its report of the result of the Virginia 
Convention our highly esteemed contem- 
porary has this: | 

While the delegates to Cincinnati will 
doubtless go uninstructed, it is claimed a ma- 
jority of the delegation have a preference for 
Judge Field as the nominee of the National 
Convention. , 

In its report of the New Jersey Conven- 
tion, the Republican is also forced to show 
that the delegation is not for Tilden, but 
uninstructed and free to vote as it pleases. 

So three more Democratic conventions 
in Widely different parts of the 
Union agreed on yesterday that Mr. Tilden 
should not be nominated at Cincinnati. 

Not a single State—not a single conven- 
jion—not even Mr. Tilden’s own wing in 
New York—has yet dared to instruct or even 
ask for Mr. Tilden’s nomination. Not one! 

Ohio has ‘cordially and unanimously”’ 
instructed for Thurman. New England is 
for Bayard. Pennsylvania has already 
an uninstructed delegation, the large ma- 
jority of which is for Hancock, Bayard 
or anybody rather than Tilden. Louisiana 
and Texas have instructed for Hancock. 
Vermont, too, has elected a square Han- 
cock delegation. Two-thirds, at least, of 
New Hampshire and Connecticut are open- 
ly against Tilden. Indiana and Illinois are 
as sure to send strong anti-Tilden delega- 
tions to Cincinnati as Gov. Hendricks is 
sure to be presented by his own State. 
Where, then, is Mr. Tilden's strength? 
How is he to be nominated? : 

It seems utterly impossible. Undoubt- 
edly Mr. Tilden will have many friends at 
Cincinnati, and many delegates have the 
wish and idea that it would, perhaps, be 
better to elect the old ticket—if it could be 


sensible of Mr. Tilden’s friends’ 
see that he cannot be elected. 
The choice is not between electing 
Mr. Tilden against Grant, but the choice is 
between certain union and victory with 
anybody but Tilden, and certain defeat 
with him. | 

The result is plain. Perhaps no Demo- 
cratic convention ever assembied in which 
so large a number of _ delegates 
were so unsettled and undecided 
as to their personal preference 
as there will be at Cincinnati. There is 
only honorable rivalry, and no bad feeling 
between the friends of Morrison, Thurman, 
Seymour, Bayard, Hendricks, Hancock, 
Field, etc. But they all entertain the sin- 
cére conviction that the choice 
of Mr. Tilden means defeat. 
| With this exception it is perfectly 
safe to assert that the great majority of 
the Cincinnati delegates will be open to 
conviction—that their minds will be plastic 
and impressionable, and ready to decide in 
favor of whoever should appear to be 
the strongest candidate at the time. 

Nobody can say who will be nominated at 
Cincinnati. But it is not difficult to see 
that Mr. Tilden can never receive a two- 
thirds majority. In our opinion it will be 
the best argument that will win. Whoever 
of the candidates should have the soundest 
reasons, the clearest facts and logic on his 
side at Cincinnati will be nominated. But 
it cannot be Tilden. 


Gov. PHEtps’ prompt and decisive de- 
nunciation of the recent lynching at Osceo- 
la and the action of Mr. William 
Allen, of St. Louis, in appealing 
to the courts for redress from an 
Ohio mob, show that the heart of Missouri 
is sound and that there is a healthy senti- 
ment growing up in behalf of the preserva- 
tion of the forms of law. Mr. Allen spent 
some time in the county of Clermont, in 
Southern Ohio, last year. While sojourning 
in the town of Batavia he established rela- 
tions of a friendly character with a married 
lady. The moral community was shocked 
and a number of the leading exponents of 
social etiquette, feeling that something 
should pe done to uphold the tene of the 
town, led Mr. Allen out toa railroad bridge 
in the still watches of the night, tied one 
end of a rope around his neck and the other 
around a tie and drepped him off. The 
Christian intent of the good Batavians was 
deflected somewhat by the lack of continu- 
ity, so to speak, on the part of the rope. 
It broke, and Mr. Allen escaped with 
his life, though in a badly damaged 
condition. He has now selected thirty of 
these public-spirited persons and has in- 
vited them to appear in court and show 
cause why they should not collectively pay 
him the sum of $100,000 for the amusement 
had at his expense. Our sympathies are 
entirely with the plaintiff in this case. The 
infernal spirit of mob-law and disrespect for 
the judiciary which pervades this country 
should be put down, and we can conceive 
of nothing more likely to have a salutary 
effect than an exemplary judgment against 
these responsible Ohio lynchers.

A RATHER peculiar murder trial is pro- 
gressing in Baltimore now. Last fall a 
political rounder of that city, named George 
Trust, while ranging through the streets in 
a drunken and delirious condition, met an 
inoffensive negro named Robinson, fresh 
from the vegetable districts of Anne Arun- 
del, It was just after the election and there 
were some fragments of politics floating in 
the air. Trust stopped the bucolic colored 
man and asked him the nature of his polit- 
ical predilections. Very naturally the ne- 
gro responded that he was a Republican. 
Very unnaturally Trust drew his trusty re- 
volver and shot him dead on the spot. In due 
course of time he was presented in awful 
form for murder in the first degree and the 
usual clause about premeditation and mal- 
ice aforethought appeared in the indict- 
ment. Inasmuch as Trust never saw the 
negro before in his life, never had any dis- 
agreement with him and had no provocation 
whatever, the element of malice and pre- 
meditation seemed to be lacking entirely. 
His act was more that of an irresponsible 
Junatic than that of a murderer,and the poiat 
has been raised for him by his able attor- 
neys. The murder was a heartless, willful 
and wicked one, but it is possible that the 
negro-hater will escape the gallows. The 
law seems to be of the opinion that if a 
man commits a murder after calm deliber- 
ation he forfeits his own right to exist, but 
if he falls to and depopulates an entire 
township in a paroxysmal way and without 
any possible justification he is only guilty 
of manslaughter or misdemeanor.

The City and Its Litigation—Annual Re- 
port. 


The annual report of Leverett Bell, the City 
Counselor, after reciting the various cases, 
sums up asfollows: The cases tried and dis- 
posed of during the year resulted as follows: 
Inthe St. Louis Circuit Court forty cases were 
tried, of which thirty-two resulted favorable 
and eight adversely to the city. In thest. 


Louis Court of Areca twenty-nine cases were 
decided, of which the decision in fifteen cases 
were in favor of and in fourteen against the 
city. In the Supreme Conrt of Missouri eleven 
cases were disposed of, of which eight were in 
favor of and three against the city. In the fu. 
S. Circuit Court three and in the U. 8S. Supreme 
Court two cases were disposed ot, and all termi- 
nated favorably to the city. Total number of 
cases tried ana determined in all the courts 
eighty-five, of which the city gained sixty and 
lost twenty-five. 

The number ot cases commenced in the St. 
Louis Circuit Court during the » tag to which 
the city is a party orin which it is interested 
was forty-seven. 

Fifty-five written official opinions have been 
given, and sixty eight examinations of street 
av! alley opening proceedings have been 
made.

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TURNER TAKES THE CHAIR. 


One of the New Bishops Presides at 
the Colored Conference. 


Agreements and Disagreements of the 
African Ministers and Laymen 
Now in Session. 


The African M. E. Conference met at 8:30 
this morning. Chapter V. of the Scriptures 
according to Matthew, was read by Rev. W. K. 
Carson, of the Texas Conference, who also de- 
jivered a prayer and ledinthe singing of the 
hymn ‘‘Great is the Lord Our God.’’ 

On motion of the Rev. James Porter,the min- 
utes of the previous session were approved. 

The Publication Committee recommended 
that the publication department be placed 
under the control of a business manager and 
aneditor. The recommendation met with ap- 
proval. Section3 ot the committee’s report 
declared that the publications shall be the 
Christian Recorder (newspaper), a Sabbath 


School Weekly, an A. M. E. Quarterly Review 
and a Ladies’ Magazine, with other pamphlets 
and books as may be required by the church. 
Rev. W. Gaines desired to amend 

including a work to be pubiish- 
ea in Alabama under the _ title of 
‘The African Methodist Episcopal Church Ad- 
vocate.’’ Rev. W. H. Hunter calied attention 
to the fact that thnefunds of tne department 
would not allow so many publications. and he 
moved tv omitall journals and books except 
the Christian Advocate and the Christian Re- 
corder. He wus opposed by Rev. J. E. Hayne, 
who stated that be was surprised to learn that 
a gentleman of education and exper- 
ience had made such a motion. He 
thought that literature was demanded by 
the colored people, and he hoped that Dr. 
Hunter’s motion would be so deeply buried as 
to never permit resurrection, even on the last 


ay. 

lev. G. H. Sbaffer offered a substitute for the 
amendments, ated Sees forthe establishment 
ot a branch publishing house in a Southern 
city. Rev. T. H. Jackson was of the opinion 
that such an action would not 
be advisable. During the debate 
that ensued Mr. Jackson acted in such @ man- 
ner that Rev. Mr. Stansbury thought that he 
was out of order, and requested the chairman 
to sustain Mr. Shaffer. 

WHEN ORDER HAD BEEN RESTORED 

the last named delegate nade a rigorous speech 
in support of his substitute, and frequently 
elicited rounds of applause trom the Southern 
representatives. Atthe conclusion ofthis re- 
marks Rev. W. J. Gaines arose and, 
attracting the attention of the  chair- 
man, sbouted, de am opposed to 
the substitute and will not withdraw the 
amendment which I proposed.’’ The result of 
his action was a general confusion, some ten 
or twelve delegates attempting to obtain rec- 
ognition from the chairman, while the others 
remained intheir seats, but made quite as 
much noise 3 yelling in stentorian tones such 
j phrases as ‘‘heepitup!’’ ‘*Give it to him!’’ 
‘*G, take your seat!’’ ‘‘There’sno sense in 
that!’’ ‘*Question! Question!’’ 

Eventually Rev. Mr. Shaffer was requested to 
read his substitute again, and when he bad 
complied, a delegate shouted, ‘‘We can’t take 
care of the one publishing-house which is in 
Philadelphia! What coulda we do with two?’’ 
Several persons cried, *‘ Lay the motion on the 
table.’’ Then the question was put by the 
chairman andthe substitute was voted down 
by a vote of 58 yeasto6s nays. A Dallot was 
taken on Rev. W. J. Gaines’ amendment, 
whick was carried, there being seventy votes 
forand seventeen againstit. Section 1l1 of 
the Publication Committee’s report as amend- 
ed was then adopted almost unanimously. 

Atthis juncture Bishop T. M. D. Wardre- 
signed the chair to the new B'shop, Dr. H. M. 
Turner, who was greeted with applause, for 
which he thanked the delegates by 
saying: ‘*Brethren, i: om ost for 
wordsg to express my emotion properly. 
I will say, however, that I will endeavor to do 
my duty to all persons without respect to their 
circumstances. I shall with pleasure do your 
bidding, and shall recognize any one of you 
whoisinorder. Of coursel cannot do soif 
you will not alow me. If you continually rise 
to points of order § I am of the 
opinion that I shall find my  posi- 
tion as chairman far from pleasurable, 
I hope that you will give me as little trouble as 
possible. I promise you that I will do all I can 
to further the interests of the conventien.’’ 
When the applause that ensued had subsided, 
Rt. Rev. Bishop Brown presented a bouquet to 
Bishop Turner, and oneto each of the two 
other new Bishops, W. F. Dickerson and R. H. 
Cain. He said they had been sent from Alton, 
lll., by Mrs. Fannie Barbour. 

ON THE RESUMPTION OF BUSINESS 

C. Asbury moved that the Book Stewards, or 
men who have charge of the books owned 
by the Church, should be required 
to pve $200 bonds cach as security for the 
faithful pertormance of their duty.

tev. J. M. Wilkerson offered a resolution 
enacting that any minister indebted to the 
Book Concern in the sum of $5, and whoshould 
retuse to disckarge his obligation, be disallow- 
ed the privilege of accepting a cali to preach 
or Pore mening anappomtment.

Sections IV., V., VI., VII. and VIII. of the 
reporton publication were approved.

Subscribe for the OChristain Re- 
corder. Bev. G. H. Shaffer entertained the 
opinion that traveling ministers should be ex- 
cepted on account ot the small saiaries which 
they receive andthe difficulty they have ia 
obtaining the paper while they are going their 
rounds. A motionin which all this was stated 
was voted down by 56 nays to 30 yeas. 

A resolution requiring the Board of Finance 
to pay Rev. W. H. Hunter $958 89, for which 
he holds notes given by general officers, was 
passed. A recommendation ofthe appoint- 
ment of Rev. B. F. Tanner, editor of the 
Recorder, to the office of Manager of the Pub- 
lication Department, made vacant by the ele- 
yation of Dr. H. M. Turner to the Bisnopric, 
was read and adopted. 

A delegate intimated that Dr. R. H. Cain, 
one Oo the Bishops ordained  yes- 
terday, had misappropriated 
belonging to the church. He 
called to order, and thus what 
might have been interesting develop- 
ments were ‘‘nipped i’ the bud.’’

+ That of Judge Treat in an Interest- 
infg Case.

When Mariners are Discharged They 
Must Have Their Passage 
Home Paid. 


An interesting case passed on by Judge 
Treat inthe United States District Court this 
morning was thatof Samuel P. Worth and 
others againstthe steamboat Lioness No. 2. 
The plaintiffs were river men who were 


hired at Pittsburg last November by Wm. H. 
Brown, the great coal Operator, to take a tow 
of coal barges to Cairo and St. Louis. The 
whole tow was brought down toCairoand it 
was there divided. someof the bvarges were 
brought on to St. Louis and the men returned 
and were bringing up the second lot when tney 
encountered ice in the’ _—iriver. The 
navigation got so hazardous that they put into 
shore at Bushburg, tweffty-five miles below st. 
Louis, and tied up the boat and barges. The 
prospect looking rather unfavorable, tne Cap- 
tain paid off the men and discharged them. 
They asked to be 

PROVIDED WITH TRANSPORTATION 
back to their homes at Pitts- 
burg, but were refused. Ten 
ofthem employed Messrs. H. E. Millsand J. 
P. Dawson to bring suit for them in the United 
States District Court. So the tow-boat 
Lioness No. 2 was tiedup. The case came up 
for trial last Wednesday. It was considered 
bythe deiendants that the plaintiffs had sim- 
ply applied torfwhat they termed a ‘‘berth’’ 
and that they could be discharged at any time, 
and it wus also contended that 
the detention of the barges at Bushbburg by 
ice Wasin the nature of a shipwreck, and that 
the discharge of the men was therefore excus- 
able. 

In his opinion this morning Judge Treat gave 
judgment in favor of the plaintiffs, or libelants, 
as they are termed in such cases. He allowed 
the firemen $25 50 apiece andthe mariners or 
ordinary boat hands $2248 apiece for the 
purpose ot reimbursing them for the expense 
they had been to in getting back bome and 
for the time lost between leaving the tow at 
Bushburg and arriving at Pittsburg. In other 
words, it was a clean sweep for the plaintiffs. 
The Judge said when the men shipped at Pitts- 
burg there was 

AN IMPLIEP CONTRACT 

that they were to be returned to their homes 
and that the detention of the tow was only 
temporary and not inthe nature of a wreck. 
He called attention to the meagre legislation 
on this branch of interior navigation. Thelaw 
in the United States for ocean navigators pro- 
vides thata man who ships on a vessel is al- 
ways entitled to be returned to the place of 
shipment unless discharged for good cause, 
and it provides further that should aman be 
discharged without good cause in a foreign 
land he may recover three months’ wages and 
the amountof his expenses in reaching home. 
The decision of Judge Treat tnis morning pos- 
sesses great interest to all steamboat aundriver 
nen.

One of the New Bishops Presides at 
the Colored Conference. 


Agreements and Disagreements of the 
African Ministers and Laymen 
Now in Session. 


The African M. E. Conference met at 8:30 
this morning. Chapter V. of the Scriptures 
according to Matthew, was read by Rev. WwW. Rk. 
Carson, of the Texas Conference, who also de- 
livered a prayer and ledinthe singing of the 
bymn ‘‘Great is the Lord Our God.’’ 

On motion of the Rev. James Porter,the min- 
utes of the previous session were approved. 

The Publication Committee recommended 
that the publication department be placed 
under the control of a business manager and 
an editor. The recommendation met with ap- 
proval. Section3 of the committee’s report 
declared that the publications shall be the 
Christian Recorder (newspaper), a Sabbath 


School] Weekly, an A. M. E. Quarterly Review 
and a Ladies’ Magazine, with other pamphlets 
and books as may be required by the church. 


Rev. W. J. Gaines desired to artmend 
by including a work to be publish - 
ea in Alabama under the _ title of 


‘The African Methodist Episcopal Church Ad- 
vocate.’’ Rev. W. H. Hunter calied attention 
to the fact that tnefunds of tne department 
would not allow so many publications. and he 
moved tv omitall journals and books except 
the Christian Aavocate and the Christian Re- 
corder. He wus opposed by Rev. J. E. Hayne, 
who stated that he was surprised to learn that 
a gentleman of education and exper- 
ience had made such a motion. He 
thought that literature was demanded by 
the colored people, and he hoped that Dr. 
Hunter’s motion would be so deeply buried as 
to never permit resurrection, even on the last 
day. 

Nev. G. H. Sbaffer offered a substitute for the 
amendments, providing for the establishment 

ot a branch publishing house in a Southern 


city. Rev. T. H. Jackson was of the opinion 
that such an action would nos 
be advisable. During the debate 


that ensued Mr. Jackson acted in such a man- 
ner that Rev. Mr. Stansbury thought that he 
was out of order, and requested the chairman 
to sustain Mr. Shaffer. 
WHEN ORDER HAD BEEN RESTORED 

the last named delegate made a rigorous speech 
in support of his substitute, and frequently 
elicited rounds of applause trom the Southern 
representatives. Atthe conclusion of his re- 
marks Rev. W. J. Gaines arose and, 
attracting the attention of the  chair- 
man, sbouted, ey am opposed to 
the substitute and will not withdraw the 
amendment which I proposed.’’ The result of 
his action was ageneral confusion, some ten 
or twelve delegates attempting to obtain rec- 
ognition from the chairman, while the others 
remained intheir seats, but made quite as 
much noise by yelling in stentorian tones such 
phrases as ‘‘Keepitup!’’ ‘‘Give it to him!’’ 
‘*(j, take your seat!’’ ‘‘There’sno sense in 
that!'’ ‘*Question! Question!’’ 

Eventually Rev. Mr. Shaffer was requested to 
read his substitute again, and when he had 
complied, a delegate shouted, ‘‘We can’t take 
care of the one publishing-house which is in 
Philadelphia! What coulda we do with two?’’ 
Several persons cried, *‘ Lay the motion on the 
table.’’ Then the question was put by the 
chairman andthe substitute was voted down 
by a vote of 58 yeasto6s8 nays. A ballot was 
taken on Rev. W. J. Gaines’ amendment, 
whick was carried, there being seventy votes 
forand seventeen againstit. Section 111 of 
the Publication Committee’s report as amend- 
ed was then adopted almost unanimously. 

Atthis juncture Bishop T. M. D. Wardre- 
signed the chair to the new B'shop, Dr. H. M. 
Turner, who was greeted with applause, for 
which he thanked the 
saying: ‘‘Brethren, I am lost for 
wordsg to express my emotion properly. 
I will say, however, that I will endeavor to do 
my duty to all persons without respect to their 
circumstances. I shall with pleasure do your 
bidding, and shall recognize any one of you 
whoisinorder. Of coursel cannot do soif 
you will not allow me. If you continually rise

A resolution requiring the Board of Finance 
to pay Rev. W. H. Hunter $958 89, for which 
he holds notes given by general officers, was 
passed. A recommendation ofthe appoint- 
ment of Rev. B. F. Tanner, editor of the 
Recorder, to the office of Manager of the Pub- 
lication Department, made vacant by the ele- 
yation of Dr. H. M. Turner to the Bisnopric, 
was read and adopted.
